Thus this Vitorious Conqueror, whom one Kingdom 
could not fatisfie when alive, could hardly when dead, 
procure Ground ſufficient for a Grave to bury him in. 
He left behind him three Sons, Robert, to whom he 
gave his Dutchy of Normandy, William Rufus who ſuc- 
ceeded him in the Kingdom of England; and Henry ſir- 
named Beauclerk; afterwards alſo Ring of England, and 
one Daughter named Adela. His Stature was indifferent, 
his Make was ſtrong, his Behaviour comely, his Counte- 
dance ſtern, and of an undaunted Courage; reſolure tn 
Action, and quick in Txccution.
